How MANY AISD STUDENTS WHO TOOK TAKS 2007 READING/ENGLISH 
LANGUAGE ARTS AND MATHEMATICS PERFORMED IN DIFFERENT SCALE 
SCORE RANGES? 


Response: 


An examination of AISD students’ 2007 TAKS performance in reading or English language arts 
(ELA) and mathematics was conducted to find out how many students performed in the 
following scale score ranges: less than 2000, between 2000 and 2099, between 2100 and 2199, 
and greater than or equal to 2200. Students must make a 2100 scale score in order to pass the 
TAKS (‘met standard’). 


How did AISD students perform on 2007 TAKS reading/ELA and mathematics? 


For AISD students who had a scored test on TAKS 2007 reading/ELA, 61% had a scale score of 
2200 or higher. Twenty-two percent had a reading/ELA scale score between 2100 and 2199. 
Nine percent had a scale score between 2000 and 2099, and 8% had a scale score less than 2000. 
For AISD students who had a scored test on TAKS 2007 mathematics, 50% had a scale score of 
2200 or higher. Twenty-one percent had a mathematics scale score between 2100 and 2199. 
Thirteen percent had a scale score between 2000 and 2099, and 16% had a scale score less than 
2000. A summary of student performance on TAKS 2007 reading/ELA and mathematics by 
grade level by scale score ranges is presented in the table below.
